Dr.  W.  Frank  Harrington,  distinguished  1957  PC  graduate,  will  lead  the  worship 
program  of  Thanksgiving  to  God  for  Presbyterian  College's  first  100  years  and  re- 
dedication  to  a  second  century  of  service.  He  is  senior  minister  of  Atlanta's  4,200- 
member  Peachtree  Presbyterian  Church,  third  largest  in  the  entire  Presbyterian 
Church  US. 

The  worship  program  is  scheduled  for  11  a.m.  in  Belk  Auditorium.  Alumni  are 
urged  to  arrive  on  campus  early  for  this  event,  then  have  turkey  dinner  in  the  dining 
hall  before  attending  the  2:30  p.m.  football  game.

$500,000  from  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Thomason 


A  $500,000  gift  to  Presbyterian 
College  from  retired  Laurens 
businessman  James  H.  Thomason  and 
his  wife,  Mrs.  Sarah  Dunlap  Thomason, 
was  announced  today  by  President 
Kenneth  B.  Orr. 

Dr.  Orr  said  this  gift  is  added  to  a 
$750,000  donation  made  11  years  ago  to 
help  underwrite  the  James  H.  Thoma- 
son Library  at  PC  and  brings  the  total 
Thomason  contribution  to  $1,250,000. 

The  latest  $500,000  gift  comes  in  the 
form  of  a  charitable  remainder  unitrust 
to  establish  the  James  H.  Thomason 
Library  Endowment  Fund.  Its  purpose  is 
to  provide  salary  supplements  for  the 
library  staff,  to  keep  the  facility  in 
excellent  repair  and  to  assure  the 
purchase  of  books  and  equipment 
necessary  for  the  library's  well-being 
in  future  years. 

In  making  this  gift,  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
Thomason  said  they  support  Presby- 
terian College  because  they  have 
observed  closely  over  the  years  that  PC 
offers  quality  education  conducive  to 
preparing  young  men  and  women  for 
lives  of  capable  service.  They  also 
believe  the  gift  will  serve  as  a  challenge 
to  other  individuals  to  help  PC 
complete  its  $10  million  Second 
Century  Fund  campaign.  That  campaign 
now  stands  at  just  over  $9  million  in 
gifts  and  pledges. 

President  Orr  said  the  $500,000 
unitrust  will  provide  income  for  the 
Thomasons  throughout  their  lifetimes — 
after  which  the  corpus  becomes  an 
endowment  to  achieve  the  specified 
purpose  for  the  college.  He  added: 

"We  are  deeply  grateful  for  the 
Thomasons'  magnificent  generosity. 


Their  latest  gift,  making  this  far-sighted 
couple  the  largest  individual  donors  in 
PC  history,  is  further  cause  for  rejoicing 
in  our  Centennial  year.  We  particularly 
appreciate  their  continuing  close  asso- 
ciation with  the  college  library  and  their 
sense  of  its  importance  to  the  academic 
excellence  of  our  entire  program. 

"As  residents  of  Laurens  County,  as 
frequent  campus  visitors  and  as 
members  of  our  board  of  visitors,  Mr. 
and  Mrs.  Thomason  are  in  a  position  to 
know  our  students,  faculty,  administra- 
tion and  program  well.  Their  gift, 
therefore,  is  a  strong  endorsement  of 
what  PC  means  to  its  local  community 
as  well  as  to  society  generally." 

Thomason  first  became  closely  asso- 
ciated with  Presbyterian  College  when 
his  support  of  the  1969  EXCEL  campaign 
gave  tremendous  impetus  to  that 
endeavor.  It  resulted  in  the  James  H. 
Thomason  Library,  a  comprehensive 
learning  center  dedicated  in  1974  and 
since  described  by  many  as  the  single 
most  important  addition  to  the  campus 
plant  during  the  25-year  development 
program.  More  recently,  he  gave  the 
fountain  in  front  of  the  library  as  a 
tribute  to  his  wife. 

Jim  Thomason,  now  81,  is  a  notable 
example  of  the  "self-made"  man.  Born 
in  Laurens  County,  he  began  with 
modest  means  in  his  youth  and  worked 
his  way  to  a  position  of  some  stature  in 
the  economic  world. 

His  early  training  at  Cleveland's  Pratt 
and  Noble  Automobile  School  in  the 
1916  pioneer  days  of  the  automobile  led 
to  ownership  of  a  General  Motors 
agency  in  Laurens  from  1920  to  1940. 
During  this  period,  he  also  developed 


real  estate  interests  there  and  in 
Greenville.  Later,  he  applied  his  native 
business  acumen  to  the  securities 
market,  and  by  close  observation  of 
the  national  economy  and  the  pattern 
of  stock  groups,  succeeded  with 
investments  through  the  New  York 
Stock  Exchange  and  the  Chicago  Board 
of  Trade.  His  activities  also  have 
included  cattle  and  tree  farming  near 
Mountville  and  a  penchant  for  salt- 
water fishing  off  the  coast  of  Florida. 
Mrs.  Thomason  is  the  former  Sarah 
Dunlap  of  Laurens,  who  taught  school 
and  served  as  a  social  worker  before 
marriage.  She  remains  active  in  religious 
and  community  affairs,  with  a  special 
interest  in  the  field  of  education.

Men  rebuild  under  new  coach 


Rebuilding  the  Blue  Hose  to  basketball 
excellence  is  the  mission  started  this 
year  by  new  Coach  George  (Butch) 
Estes,  who  learned  his  game  under 
North  Carolina's  Dean  Smith  and  came 
to  PC  from  the  job  of  top  assistant  at 
Rice  University. 

The  first  year  will  not  be  easy.  But  the 
team  drives  hard  to  be  ready  for  the 
November  21  opening  of  its  demanding 
31-game  schedule.  He  said: 

"I  am  pleased  with  the  intensity  our 
players  have  shown.  They  still  have  a 
long  way  to  go  to  adapt  to  an  entirely 
new  system  and  to  gain  more  mental 
discipline.  This  learning  process  cannot 
be  rushed,  but  I  feel  it  will  pay  off  in 
the  long  run." 

Actually,  Estes  is  fairly  optimistic  at 
this  early  point.  He  feels  he  was  able  to 
bring  in  five  good  recruits  to  go  along 
with  seven  returning  lettermen,  and  the 
combination  should  start  paying  divi- 
dends by  the  latter  part  of  the  season. 

Three  of  the  new  men  are  juniors: 
6-4  swingman  Donnie  Perkins,  transfer 
from  North  Carolina  State;  6-7  post- 
man Paul  Angelich,  over  from  Georgia 
State;  and  sharpshooting  Richard 


Kilgore  via  Cecil's  Junior  College  in 
Asheville.  Bringing  his  6-8  frame  over 
from  Humble,  Tex.,  is  post-man  Bill 
Coon — a  freshman  like  quick-moving 
guard  Steve  Smith  of  Woodbridge,  Va. 

Clark  Sinclair,  6-8  center  with  two 
years  of  starting  experience,  and  swing- 
man  )ames  (Poochie)  Floyd  head  the  list 
of  returning  lettermen.  The  list  also 
includes  "Doc"  Robinson,  Rusty 
Copeland,  Jimmy  Gaffney,  Tim  King, 
Mike  Smith  and  Brian  Erickson. 

Coach  Estes  and  assistant  |im  Watson 
have  been  especially  impressed  by  the 
practice  performances  of  Perkins,  Floyd, 
Coon,  Angelich,  Steve  Smith  and  Mike 
Smith.  Estes  added: 

"We  intend  to  play  an  aggressive  style 
of  defense  and  to  try  for  an  unselfish, 
team-oriented  offense.  This  type  of  play 
demands  great  physical  and  mental 
conditioning.  These  areas  get  our 
special  emphasis." 

As  the  season  nears  and  basketball 
interest  heats  up,  Butch  Estes  invites  all 
interested  alumni  and  friends  to  visit 
the  PC  court  and  watch  the  team  in  its 
practice  sessions.

Potentially  the  best  team  in  four  years 
of  intercollegiate  women's  basketball  at 
PC — that's  the  prediction  of  Coach 
Randy  Randall  as  he  prepares  for 
December  5  opening  action. 

"It  should  be  our  most  exciting 
team  to  watch,"  he  added.  "We  have 
more  players  with  more  experience, 
and  we  have  added  several  good  fresh- 
men. If  all  goes  well,  it  could  be  our 
most  productive  season." 

Although  Randall's  most  veteran 
outfit,  the  team  is  still  in  the  building 
stage — with  no  seniors  on  the  roster 
dominated  by  juniors  and  sophomores. 
Its  15  members  will  provide  the  luxury 
of  freer  substitutions,  enabling  PC 
to  feature  a  running  game  with  pres- 
sure defense  throughout.

Annual  Giving  tops  $200,000 

Annual  Giving  topped  the  $200,000 
mark  on  November  1 — running  9  per- 
cent ahead  of  last  year's  record  pace 
at  this  date  and  pushing  hard  to  reach 
the  $330,000  goal  for  1980  before  the 
books  close  on  January  15. 

Alumni  continue  to  lead  the  way  in 
this  most  vital  source  of  PC  operating 
funds.  They  account  for  almost  two- 
thirds  of  the  total,  having  contributed 
$131,585  through  1,202  gifts.  And  their 
numbers  already  represent  an  alumni 
participation  rate  exceeding  25  percent. 

Joining  alumni  in  this  support  effort 
so  far  are:  269  friends,  with  $45,298; 
143  parents,  $17,693;  and  44  associates, 
$6,755.

Second  Century  drive  reaches  $9  million 


The  Second  Century  Fund  now 
stands  at  $9  million  as  Presbyterian 
College  moves  into  the  final  stage  of 
securing  the  $10  million  sought  through 
this  four-year  capital  funds  campaign. 

Three  subscriptions  of  $500,000  or 
more  in  the  last  12  months  have  given 
added  momentum  to  reaching  the  goal 
by  the  end  of  1980.  Besides  the 
deferred  gift  by  Mr.  and  Mrs.  James  H. 
Thomason  (page  1),  a  $500,000 
challenge  gift  by  an  anonymous 
foundation  and  a  $650,000  scholarship 
endowment  of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Alexander 
M.  Quattlebaum  have  been  announced 
earlier. 

President  Kenneth  B.  Orr  believes  the 
remainder  of  the  $10  million  objective 
will  be  "in  view"  within  the  next  few 
months. 

One  potential,  for  example,  is  Charles- 
ton Presbytery — where  a  delayed 
campaign  is  now  scheduled  for  next 
year  as  a  joint  drive  with  Columbia 
Theological  Seminary.  Other  plans 
center  on  special  individuals,  founda- 
tions and  corporations. 

The  accompanying  box  gives  a  quick 
summary  of  the  contributing  sources  to 
the  Second  Century  Fund  as  of 
November  1.  It  includes  just  over  one- 
half  million  in  verbal  pledges,  which  are 
considered  firm  because  of  being  in  the 
process  of  legal  commitment  to  PC. 

Although  the  $2.4  million  specifically 


credited  to  churches  of  the  synod  is  a 
substantial  amount  in  itself,  it  should  be 
noted  that  much  of  the  funds  in  other 
categories  also  come  from  Presbyterian 
sources.  And  Presbyterian  College 
alumni  spread  through  all  of  these 
categories  have  subscribed  more  than 
$1.6  million  of  the  total  amount. 

Resources  secured  in  this  largest  of 
all  PC  fund-raising  campaigns  are  being 
used  to  build  the  endowment  to  $10 
million,  to  renovate  some  existing 
facilities  and  to  create  a  working  reserve 
capital  fund. 


Former  trustee  C.  W.  Anderson  of 
Clinton  served  as  chairman  of  the 
Second  Century  Fund.  Heading  its 
special  Centennial  Campaign  of  the  past 
year  have  been  trustee  chairman  Robert 
M.  Vance  of  Clinton  and  Langdon  S. 
Flowers  of  Thomasville,  Ga.,  former 
board  vice-chairman. 

The  Second  Century  Fund  is  the  final 
phase  of  PC's  25-year  development 
program,  which  began  in  1955  with  the 
design  to  culminate  in  the  100th 
anniversary  year  of  1980.
